This Arke was made 
of Schittim wood , which admits-no 
corruption. It was of mott comel 
ſhape and forme,two cubirs & a halfe 
in length, a cubit & a halfe in height, 
and a cubit and a halfe in bredth, 
ouerlaide within and without with 
pure beaten golde, and wasnot onely 
a figure of Ieſus Chriſt, our perſe&t 
Sauiour, in whomall the promiſes of 
Godareyeaand Amen, 2.

Foras God 
by blowing in the tops. of the trees 
with his mighty winds putthe Phili- 
ſtins to flight, hath he not cueninlike 
manner by brangling with his migh- 
ty windes their Timber-caſtles ſcatte- 
red and ſhakenthem afunder, to the 
wracke of a great part, and: confuſion 
of the whole? Now, thatwe'may te-. 
{emble Iſrael as well as the-rceſtof this: 
action, what triumph: reſtes poi wh 
e 
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make for the crowning of this bleſſed 
comedy,cuen to bring amongſt vs the 
Arke withall reioycing? What is the 
Arke of Chriſtians vnder grace, bur 
the Lord Ieſus Chriſt whom with ioy
